1 he 
present population is not more than six millions, 
but is increasing in the different states and terri¬ 
tories in a ratio equal to a doubling of the whole 
number in ten years. The territory of Wiscon¬ 
sin has doubled its population in one year, Mich¬ 
igan hi two, Illinois and Indiana will be doubled 
in five. The average of settlement is eleven per¬ 
son* to a square mile. In Massachusetts, the 
average is eighty to a square mile. ^Tlie families 
are, of course, in many parts widely separated. 
Tliey cannot collect in sufficient numbers to 
maintain a minister, even if they were ol one 
denomination, nor is the supply of ministers equal 
to the congregations already formed. Families 
in this situation have been known to meet together 
on the Sabbath at a central point, and to otganize 
themselves ns a Sabbath school for the study ol 
the Bible, with singing nud prayer, and some¬ 
times with the intention of laying the foundation 
in this manner for the institution of a religious 
congregation. But if there is not union or strength 
enough for this object, the |>eoplu of a neighbor¬ 
hood in this state of destitution are glad to have a 
school established, where the most capable |)er- 
of the different jieraunsions may uuile as 

e found tc 


The books of the Union are lound to be admi¬ 
rably suited to such schools ; and these schools, 
with the circulation of the books in the latnilies, 
are a relief from the danger of the Sabbath be¬ 
coming unprofitable mid neglected. They keep 
up the observance ol the day and the study of the 
Scriptures, and go far to supply the waul of the 
tegular services of the house of God. 

The (looks of ths Union nre ol great value, too, 
to ministers, many of whom are very destitute of 
hooks of all kinds, and cannot easily procure more 
expensive works. The Biblical Antiquities, Geo¬ 
graphy of the Bible, Bible Dictionary, Alexan¬ 
ders Evidences, snd similar works, are highly 
esteemed by iiiiinsiers, furnishing ns they do 
great body of information on Scriptural sunlit: 
that could only lie obtained from uther volumes 
at a ten-fold cost. 

The same causes that prevent the collecting of 
congregations hinders the estibhshment of com¬ 
mon schools. The families are too widely sepa¬ 
rated to allow the assembling of a sufficient mu 
her ol children in any one place. And ever 
this difficulty was out of the way, compel* 
teachers couftl not he fouud to supply the achools; 
nor are the new settlers, whose whole care and 
toil are requisite to secure the land they have 
taken on credit, able to pay even the small 
asked by the schoolmaster. 

Mr. Seward made a general statement of the 
laws of the different states for the promotion of 
education, most of which are prospective, or arc 
as yet ineffectual for the want of teachers. His 
remarks on this whole subject had no application, 
of courao, to the large cities and towns ol the 
West. They are well provided with schools, nud 
the rich can send their children to distant places; 
but the facts ol his statement apply to the great 
mass of the population, multitudes of whom ore 
foreigners, and emigrants from other |iarts of the , 
Union, who do not bring with them the means of 
educating their families, and who are necessarily 
absorbed in the difficulties of a new settlement. 
On the course of emigration, the habits of the 
different races ol settlers, the desire ef the people 
for schools, the success of individual efforts to 
supply the want, and other topics, Mr. Seward

That 
year revivals occurred in several college 
year 1831 was peculiarly distinguished, _ 
vals in fourteen colleges and about four hundred 
conversions. Tbe years 1332, 1833, 1834, 

1836 were also years of mercy. This has been 
followed by an increase of students. In 1830, 
there were 3,582; in 1832,4,100; and in 1833, 
5000. The proportion of the pious students 
during these years was one to 5 1-4. This year 
the advices from only 27 collpges gives 3,356 
students, of whom 1 484 are prolessors of religion, 
and 1,148 are preparing for the ministry. That 
is, lictw-een one-third and one-half of all the stu¬ 
dents are professors of religion. And of the reli¬ 
gious students, more than three-fourths have the 

From nine colleges in New-Englund it is 
|torted that more than Imlf of all ihe students 
religious young men. Eleven colleges in 
middle states show about one-third of the students 
religious. And seven colleges in the west sli 
more than half of all the students religious. Ft 
two-thirds to three-fourths of all these are prepar¬ 
ing lor the ministry. The conclusion 
bIkiiii one-third of all the students non 
colleges are devoted to the ministry of the gospel.
